Your Congressman 
Reports.....

Senator Dirksen may be a 
wounded warrior, but he Is 
riot retreating from the com- 
bat zone in any sense of the 
word. Indeed, he is girding 
for a . new and — perhaps — 
the greatest .fight. of his ca- 
reer, a battle lo guarantee 
the right to , permit prayers 
and reading of the IJiblc; in 
public schools, . This guaran- 
tee is embodied in a simple 
one-paragraph Constitutional 
amendment IS. J. Res. 140.) 

The entire, controversy 
arises out of various deci- 
sions of the United -States 
Supreme Court in 11)02. For 
instance, in Hie case of En- 
gle vs. Vltale, the Court held 
that the prescribed recita- 
tion ' (from which students 
could be excused) of a 22- 
word prayer composed by 
t}»e New York Board of Re- 
gents -violated the First 
Amendment to the Federal 
Constitution. This amend- 
ment provides that "Con- 
gress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of 
religion or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof." The 
Court held that, under the 
14th Amendment, this pro- 
hibition applied not only to 
the Congress, but also to the 
State Governments. Later 
decisions held that even Jii- 
bid readings selected by the 
students themselves contra- 
vened these Constitutional 
proscriptions. 

Many members of Con- 
gress arid a large scgriient of 
our citizens have considered 
these Supreme Court deci- 
sions to be Inimical to our 
American way of life. Par- 
ents, teachers, ,nnd many 
church leaders—seeking to 
expand the religious life vqr, 
our young people .and' to en- 
hanse their morals — consider 
that brjcf, dally interludes 
for prayer would licnpfit ma- 
terially this and future gen- 
erations i 

According to po|ls "which" 
have been taken, more than 
01 per cent of the people dis- 
agree syith tlie Supreme 
Court's 'decisions, A few 
weeks ago, more than 50,000 
original letters came to Sena- 
tor Dirksen's desk In protest 
of the Supreme Court's pro- 
nouncement against pubiic- 
school prayers. Senator 
Dirksen has. vowed to lead 
the fight of the millions of 
Americans who disagree with 
the Court and want their 
schools to have the privilege 
of providing a period in 
which students may partici- 
pate in prayer on a voluntary 
basis. 

Senator Dirksen emphasiz- 
es that the Resolution lie is 
sponsoring is not in disre- 
spect to the Court— it mere- 
ly expresses disagreement. 
As he points out, a Constitu- 
tional amendment became 
necessary to reverse the Su- 
preme Court's decision in 
the Died Scott case .(which 
had held that. property rights 
in a slave could be enforced 
in a state where slavery had 
been outlawed). Also , in 
1013, a Constitutional amend- 
ment was ratified permitting 
the imposition of income 
taxes— which had previously 
bcen_heUli_unconstitiitional 
by the Supreme Court; In 
behalf, of the pending legis- 
lation, Senator Dirksen de- 
clares dramatically, "Give 
Caesar what he requires, but 
give God a- little also." 

More than 100 Members of 
Congress have Joined in. this 
fight. It is the judgment of 
this Member - of Congress 
that in this, as in many ear- 
lier battles, Senator Dirksen 
will win.
